Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: introducing 
vapor phase silicon source at a vapor pressure and fully forming the MSiN and MSiO 
films without a post deposition step are inventive, as references of record need a further 
post deposition step such as annealing to remove defects such that the device is fully 
functional. 

These limitations, at the present time, were not found to be obvious in view of 
references. Therefore, the claims overcome the closest prior art of record, and upon 
further search and consideration, the claimed invention is in condition for allowance.
